Height 3 feet with numerous long stem bright yel- 
low floweis 3 inches in diameter, not an unsightly or 
nuisance plant, best in sandy soil, full sun.

Height 3 feet with dark blue tassles of plumes of 
flowers spring and summer, any dry or moist soil, 
full sun.

Height 1 foot, large spreading plant and blooms pro- 
fusely spring until frost, dark blue flowers, an ex- 
cellent plant.

No. 46—Yellow Flax (Linum rigidum) (A) Height 1 
foot, many branches covered with many copper col- 
cred flowers in spring and summer, any semi-moist or 
dry soil, full sun.

(A): Height about 1 foot with greenish colored round 
balls of flowers, spring and summer, any moist or 
dry soil.

Height 2 feet, flowers yellow with black centers, fra- 
grant, spring and fall, best in rich moist soil. Plant 
seed fall and winter.

No. 50— Dwarf Morning Glory (Evolvulus serceius) 
(A): Hardy small vine with white flowers spring and 
Summer, poor dry soil, full sun. Pkg. seed 15c. 


No. 51—Blanket of Gold (Lesquerella grandiflora) 
(A): Height 10 inches, clings to the ground, covered 
with small golden flowers in spring, any dry soil, 
full sun. Plant seed fall and spring. Pkg. seed 15c. 


No. 52—Buffalo Plums (Astragalus wootni) (A): 
Height 1 foot, small white flowers followed with 
brightly colored seed pods in late spring, any dry 
soil, full sun. Plant seed in fall. Pkg. seed 15c. 


No. 53—Floss Flower (Eupatorium colestinum) (P): 
Height 2 feet with numerous dark blue flat flowers 
resembling a verbena, spring and summer, semi-moist 
or dry soil, full sun. Plant seed in spring and fall.

No. 54—Wild Zinna (Zinnia grandiflora) (P): 
Height 8 inches, wonderful border or edging plant 
in continuous bloom, small golden flower , any semi- 
moist or dry soil, full sun.

No. 55—Eringo (Eringum leavenworthii) (A): Height 
3S feet with bright purple cone shaped flowers, late 
summer and fall, dried plants make attractive bou- 
quets for winter decorations, semi-moist or dry soil, 
full sun.

No. 57— White Heilitrope (Helitropium convovuace- 
um) (A): Height 2 feet with many branches which are 
covered with pure white flowers almost an inch in 
diameter, when in bloom the air is filled with a very 
pleasant fragrance, one of the showiest and best 
pianis, late summer or fall, best in sandy soil, full 
sun. Plant seed in spring. Pkg. seed 20c. 


No. 58—Wild Balsam (Iberville lindheimeri) (A): A 
waiermelon-like vine producing brilliant colored or- 
ange and red. fruits an inch in diameter in fall, a 
very decorative vine for fences and small treleces, 
moisi soil, shade or sun. Plant seed in spring. Pkg.

No. 58—Metcalf Vine (Phaseolus metcalfi) (P) A 
hardy large growing vine capable of withstanding 
jong drowths, well drained moist or dry soil.

No. 78—Cassia roemeeriana (P): Height 1 foot, the 
plant is a mass of blooms throughout the spring and 
summer, orange colored, an excellent border plant, 
any dry soil, full sun.

No. 15—Perennial Primrose (Onenothers fruticos) 
(P): Height 3 feet covered with 2 inch yellow flow- 
ers summer and fall, any dry sand or loose soil. Plant 
seed in spring, full sun.

No. 100—Resurrection Plant—This odd plant when 
dry for want of moisture, looks as if it were dead, 
the leaves curl up and turn brown, but when watered 
it will revive to a dark green and resembles a fern, 
any soil, sun or shade; also can be kept in a bowl of 
water, can be transplanted any time of year.
